Ambiguity arises in the year 2000 
as to whether 00 represents the year 1900 or the year 2000, 
and calculations based on it may fail or produce incorrect 
results. It can affect software, hardware, operating systems, 
and devices with embedded software. Another common 
programming error is failing to account for the year 2000 as a 
leap year (by the 400 year rule).
